NARRATIVE 




On 08/08/2018 at a pproximately 1705 hours, I was dispatched regarding a silent hold-up alarm 

- This call for service was later found to be the same call for service as CAD 

rega rding a trespass and battery. Upon my arrival, I met with the victim, 
identified as (R/V1) is a member of security at the temple. tolcl me the following: 

and another member of securi ty obse rved a male, later ide ntified via his U.S. Passport as (D1)^^^| 
in the courtyard of the temple. tolcl me that^^^ gained entry to the courtyard by following another 

member past the secured gate. The Temple is not open to the public and a person must pass through a security gate 
with metal detector prior to making entry. 

m stated that the male, once in the courtyard, was asking members if they were "Jews" and making the 
members feel uncomfortable. He was also asking if "Gentiles" were permitted in the Temple. 

stated that he and another security member asked to leave s everal times and tolcl them that 't 

was public and that he refused to leave and wanted to take pictures. began callin g the ot her security 

member, who was African American, a "Ni gger" an d causing a disturbance in th e churc h, and the other 

security team member attempted to escort off of the pro perty, howev er, was not compliant and 

refusing to walk to the exit on his own. During that time, (R/W1) the director of member services for the 

temple, activated her silent hold-up alarm to alert the police. 

and security were grabbing both of^^H arms ancl walking him toward the front entrance despite HH 
trying to push back and pr event sec urity from walking him to the gate. During t he proce ss of physically moving 

off of theproperty, (DMG1) Tag Heuer watch was grabbed by^^| causing the band to break off 

of his watch. was able to recover a p ortion of his watch from ^^■jnowever, parts of the b and were 

missing. I discovered the remaining piece of^^^| watch hanging outof||^^[ . I asked ^^■ifit was his 
watchband and he told me that I would, "have to ask him" referring to^^^Jwould note that^^| refused to 
pursue criminal charges against as a result of this damage.

I next spoke with had blood on his hands; it is uncertain how^^^l got the blood on his hands. 

Officer Castellanos #1173 had already called for an a mbulanc e and AMR and Engine ^responded. §m| 
refused transport and was uncooperative with medics. did not sustain any major visible injuries. 

stated that he entered the church and was told that he couldn't be ther e by security. stated that the 

church was public and that he has a first amen dment ri ght to be there. stated that the security guards then 

"choked" him and forced him out of the facility. ^^^|admitted that he stayed in the temple after being asked to 
leave by an agent of the t emple, but stated that he had a right to be there because it was public and h e had a first 
amendment right. was very argumentative and his thought process was nonsensical at times. stated 

that rich people have rights and that homeless people do not while also often making references to Jesus. 

I viewed the security footage that the temple had noting that the foot age wa s choppy and not the highest quality. The 
footage does not capture the incident in its entirety, but you can see^^^ ap proach ing members and the 
member s' nega tive reaction to being approached by^^^. You can also see^^^ and another security guard 
pushing toward the entrance of the temple. I did not observe, in the video, security choking or strangling 

although much of the incident is off-camera. I was unable to obtain a copy of the footage and security 
advised that I would have to make contact with the security director during regular office hours.

I photographec^^^J and Officer Castellanos photographed and his wrist/watch. 

m insisted on filing a citizen's arrest against^^^land despitenot being present at the time of 
the incident. Due to the fact that I do not believe that^l^' claims were substantiated based on the evidence, I did 
not cite either party that^^^ me ntioned, but told him that I would write a report and provided him with a follow-up 
form and a (El) SFPD 849(b)foim was released per 849(b) PC. 

Officer Castellanos provided with a follow-up form, victim of violent crimes form, and Marsy's Card. 

Officer Castellanos burned all of the (E2) photographs onto a compact disc and booked it with the SFPD 849(b) form 
into evidence at Richmond Station. A copy of the photographs and 849(b) were attached to this report. 

Several officers including myself had our (BWC1) body-worn cameras activated for the duration of this call and that 
footage was uploaded to evidence.com. 
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
